The following original letter from Dr, 

Henry Wells of Montague, to Dr, A- 

bijoh Shumway of Westminster, in this 

State, describes a method of curine cae 

nine madness. which has been practi« 

sed with fi 

A patient of pours Who has peer mrepy 
a mad dog, having applied to me, is the 

occasion of my writing to you. The 

mode I have used and ditected jor nearly 

forty years past and which has proved 

successful, is as follows. As soon after 

the bite is inflicted as may be, wash the 

part thoroughly with water in which some 

salt has been dissolved; and cut out a 

piece of flesh, or scarify and cut, when the 

wounded part will admit of it; then rub 

daily on and about the wound from one 

totwo drachms of Ung. Mercurial Fortius 

for nine or ten days, covering the part 

with a linen rag; and if the weather 

should be cold; a woolen cloth over it. 

The wound may be'dréssed with Basili- 

con while open; if no spitting should 
come on in 8 or 9 days, give four or five 

grains of Furbith Mineral with as much 

Camphor; and this may be repeated in 
three or four days, if necessary, to raisea 

gentle ptyalism ; and the ointment, may 
be used every other day for-eight or nine 
days longer, and afterwards once in three 
days some time longer. If the spitting 
should be profuse, the turbith should not 
be used, and the ointment musi be used 
more sparingly. When.the patient has 
foliowed this course four or five weeks 
he may leave off the usé of thé Oint- 
ment, and take two or three doses. of 
salts and a few doses of flour of sulphur. 
During the whole course he should abstain 
from strong drink, Mesh and high seasoned 
food—trom cold drink and cold air, and 
use no exercise that will heat or irritate 
him ; and by degrees return to his accus- 
tomed food and exercise. When nothing 
has been done for a fortnight or three 
weeks after the bite, the omtment with 
two or three doses of Turbith Mineral, has 
answered without opening the wound, and 
if a person has symptoms of the disease 
come oa he may probably recover by rub- 





j 
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bing round the bitéa part plenty of Olive 
oil; then using the olatment freely with 
Opium, musk and plentiful bleeding. It 
is thuught by some Physicians that speedy 
end effectual washing will secure a person 
from che disease, but | never dared to trust 
to this alone, 

As to this particular patient it will be 
best to begin with the ointment as soon as 
may be and to poultice the part until it be- 
gins to direst, then to apply the Basilicon 
twice a day and pretty soon give Lim « 
dose of Turbith Mineral. When he be- 
gins to spit freely use less of the omtmen’

Biography of Hamilton. 


From the New-York Evening Post. 


The following articie was found in th: 
Charleston Courier about’ a ‘month sinre 
into which paper it hac been extracted, i 
seems, from the Providence American. 

“ The public have for a long time wait 
ed for the biography of General ALE XAN- 
per HaAmitton. They have a right to 
expect it, and it 18 hoped suctrexpectations 
will not be disappointed. ‘The busts o! 
that €xcellent man. so frequently séen in 
the shop of the Mechanic, in the couming 
house of the merchant, on the side-board 
of opulence, and in the closet of the scho- 
lar, are decisive proofs of the deep inter- 
est which all classes of the community 
feel in hig character, and of the undissem- 
bled sorrow for their melancholy bereave- 
ment. A writer who had a proper con- 
ception of his character, would pause be- 
fore he entered on his biography. He 
would doubt the ability of his own talents 
to do justice to that virtue which now bla- 
aes with such splendor from the grave, 
when viewed on the public side ; and which 
shines with so sefi and delicate a lusire 
when seen from the side that turns to the 
eye, through the mild medium of private 
and domestic intercourse. Traits so op- 
posite and almost irreconciléable, save in 
Hamilton, demund the efforts of a masicr 
hand ta expese. Without any faith in the 
dogmas of Lavater, we will venture to 
pronounce the bust of Hamilton a com- 
plete exposition af the character which we 
had previously formed of the man. Draw 
a handkerchief around the mouth of the 
bust and the remnant of the countenance 
represents fortitude and intrepid.ty, such 
as we have often seen in the plates of Ro- 
man heroes. Veil, in the same manner 
the face and leave the mouth and chin on- 
ly discernible, and all this furtitude melts 
and vanishes into almost feminine softness, 
the editorof the New-York Evening Post 
knew him well; we believe him the only 
person qualified for his biography, and it 
is his duty to write it.”

Mr. Canning thought the reasons h 
sould give for not concurrimg with the 
‘motion, woul! be satisfactory to the noble 
lord. It had been ramoured abroad that 
Mr. Erskine had not departed from his 
instructions—he thought it was proper to 
prove to this country, to America and to 
the wotld, that such a report was not 
founded in fact. ‘The fact, whether the 
arrangements he had made, were or were 
not in conformity to the istructions he 
hac received, ‘was not the point im ques- 
tion. How far those arrangements might 
be improved, might be hereafter the sub- 
ject of consideration. The papers alrea- 
dy produced were, he thought, sufficient 
to substantiate the fact of Mr Erskine’s 
having gone beyond his instractions.— 
The propriety of giving those instructions 
might become a political question ; but that 
the arrangements he had made were un- 
uutiorised by the instructions he had re- 
ceived, the documents already before them, 
he thought,completely established. When 
the intelligence of the arrangements en- 
tered into with America first came over, 
not trunsinitted by the minister to gov- 
ernment, but through the medium of the 
American papers, and by*them immedi- 
ately luid before the public it only remain- 
ed for ministers to acknowledge a treaty, 
the conclusion of which the instructions 
given by them did not authorise, or disa- 
vow it altoy:ther.—It had accordiegly 
been stated by them, that it was not sanc- 
tioned by the instructions they had issued ; 
but nothing’ had been said with respect 
to the conduct of Mr. Lirskine that could 
be avoided while they did justice to them- 
selves. It had been said that probably 
Mr. Erskine Lad reccived some verbal as- 
surances from the American government 
which, in his own opinion, might justify 
him in concluding such atreaty. He did 
not know wh,i verbal assurances he might 
have received ; but that verbal assurances 
should be taken in a case of such impor- 
tance, he thought was more than any gov- 
ernment could expect, or that any minis- 
ters would consent to. Of the three 
points laid down as the price of the repeal 
of our orders in council, not one kad been 
obtained by the treaty concluded by Mr. 
irskine. Leven the sixe gua non of our 
propositions had not been gained. With 
respect to England's being felt at hberty 
to capture American vessels trading to 
the ports of our enemies, the acccpt.ng 
that as a concession was merely courtess 
on our part. Whatever might be the 
:aws of Amertea, with respect to .the bei- 
ligerent powers, Great-Brytatn could .n- 
force her right of capturing neural ves- 


“sels trading with her enemies when in a 


state of blockade, and capture them she 
would. 


The instructions given to,Mr. Erskine, * 


with respect to the * Non Intercourse and 
Non-I mportation acts,” had two. distinct 
branches. It was not enough that those 
acts ceased to remain in force against Eng- 
land, but it was further tobe stipulated 
that they should remain in force against 
France, and those powers who were un- 
der her influence. It might be said that 
Great-Britain was put out from the num- 
ber of those to Whom those acts were to 
xtend, while France remained one of 
them But it s ould be remembered the 
Non-Intercourse and Non-Importation 
cts,” were but a temporary measure. 
They were to expire im the month of 
May Through the treaty -heretore, 
concluded by Mr. Erskine, we might be 
made to pay fur the repeal of it, by recal- 
ing our Orders in Council, while France 
would enjoy the advantages. resulting 
from it for nothing at all. It was there- 
fore necessary that some pledge should 
be given that those acts would be renewed, 
und continued m foree against France, 
utherwise, While we paid all the expense, 
our enemies might reap half the benefit. 
or America, by the treaty concluded, 
was not bound to continne those acts a- 
-.iost France, and perhaps at the present 
ime her ports Were asopen to the French 
os to the Enghsh. Was it to be suppos- 
cd his majesty’s ministers could agree to 
withdraw those retaliatory measures 
which they had been compelled to adopt 
against France with respect to America 
leavng her ports alike open to both the 
uclligerent powers?— W hen our often re- 
peated offer of reparation for the attack on 
the Chesapeeke was frst made, Mr. Rose 
was only mstructed to procure the recall 
ot the proclamation interdicting our ships 
from their waters. Every power when 
aggrieved had a right to revenge the inju- 
ries it might have received, or to expect 
an atonement from the offending party ; 
but itcouki not possess a rightto both. If 
an atonement were expected, revenge was 
not to be attempted, and if revenge were 
‘ttempted, ah atonement could not be ex. 
pected. Ametica thought proper to re- 
venge herself. ‘sur ships were interdict- 
ed fiom her waters while those of France 
were allowcd an asylum in her harbors. 
Chis resalution gn tse part of America 
made a great dufference between the belli- 
yerent powers, as it gave France a great 
advantage which G. Britain was denied. 
W ben the ioterdiction was extended to 
both, bad # disposition to cavil existed on 
our side, we might have found even then 
cause for complaint, as While they inter- 
cited our enemies, they excluded us else 
But thes the English government was far 
from domy ; our Offer of reparation was 
then again renewed. That proclamaticn
